The perfection of all inventions—of all 
organization—ot all routine—is simplicity, 
[a this we gain all the advantages incident to 
the continuous improvements in drill, and 
some have been achieved by which the imper- 
ial service is not distinguished, 

These are perbaps of more direct impor- 
tance to the officer than to the private, yet 
the latter, ia common with the whole service, 
benefits by them. Notable amongst them is 
the abseace of members of absurdly li- 
cated war-office forms, and the simplicity of 
orgpene perenvte. 

The adiae soldier, receiving his cloth- 
ing and rations entirely free, officer, ner- 
jeant and private are alike vawertil the 
numberless petty stoppages which render the 
accounts of the regular, a mass of petty com- 
plications. The captain obtains such sams 
from the paymaster as he considers unneces- 
sary for the comfort of his meu during the 
month, and the accounts, thus simplified, are 
balanced ani signed monthly according to 
Queen's Regulations, They are little more 
than montbly Dr. and Cr. cash accounts, kept 
in the simplest mercantile manner. 

One word as te the relations between offi- 
cers and meu. In such a force as ours these 
should be of the most friendly description, and 
the bigher the intelligence ef the communi 
the less likelinood will there be of any ten- 
dency to breaches of necessary discipline. 
The fact of belonging to the force should bea 
bond‘of brotherhood as strong and as binding 
as that of any becret society. a 

Under all cirensivtages 1 think the militia 
service of Canada cannot but conimend itself 
to the respect and loyal of a Provinte 
whose fababitacts may fairly be said to be of 
exceptional intelligence aud breadth of views, 
and I trust to see the day when the uniform 
of the Dominios army shall be as bi hily 
honored among as was that of the D 
sian officer under the Great Frederic. .
